Reasons For Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claim 1 the 
independent claim, defines a method for producing raised embroidery. The claim 
defines the steps of placing a larger sized filler material on an embroidery background 
and performing a supplementary embroidery procedure thereon for affixing portions of 
the filler to the background. Wrapping the embroidery portion entirely by sewing with 
threads of different colors along desired embroidery paths. The excess filler is removed 
and the whole background fabric is passed through an oven conveyor for shrinking the 
filler and forming the raised embroidery pattern. The supplementary embroidery 
procedure includes sewing by threads of appropriate colors from the edge of short sides 
of the pattern toward the inner portion of the pattern; thereby a part of the filler can be 
sewn and affixed to the corresponding background fabric. The dependent claims further 
limit the raised embroidery process of the independent claim.

Pertinent Citations 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Kato et al. Illustrate an automatic embroidery procedure 
including sewing threads where a series a coordinate data is imputed representing 
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actual stitch points of a pattern. Lin et al. Illustrate a process including providing a 
shrinkable filler material. Wrapping the embroidery portion with threads and then 
removing the excess portion of the filler. Heating the periphery of the pattern for 
shrinking the filler at the periphery of the pattern exiting from between the embroidery 
threads. Yeh illustrates a method of embroidery including providing a spacing between 
a fabric material and a thermally decomposed fabric where the embroidery pattern is 
placed on the materials and then the thermally decomposed material is removed leaving 
a raised pattern. Park illustrates a material placed over a filler material and then 
washing the material for changing the color of the covering material and providing a 
three-dimensional raised effect. LaGreca illustrates a chenille material covered by a 
film and then embroidered thereon. The film material is removed where not covered by 
the embroidery threads.
